Government to 
Call Witnesses 
in Lewis Trial 


Washington, Dec. 2 —(IP)— 
The 


government tried lo put into John 
L. Lewis' contempt trial today a 
news reel recording in which Ihe 
UMW chief is reporled to have 
lermed lasl spring's coal slrike 
settlement effective for the dura 
tion of government operation. 


Chief Government Counsel John 
F. Sonnett told the courl he wished 
to enlcr Ihe exhibit as proof of 
"willfulness" by Lew'.s in declar- 
ing the contracl terminated as of 
Nov. 
20. It was the contract can- 


cellation that touched off the cur- 
•enl walkoul of 400,000 sofl 
coa 


miners. 


Judge T. 
Alan 
Goldsborough 


withheld a ruling on admissibility 
of the transcript until afler a lunch 
eon recess. 


To avoid a dramatic court room 
showing of the news reel itself 
Lewis' lawyers volunteered to ac 
cepl a typewritten transcript. They 
first made known, however, tha 
Ihey objected to its admission ii 
any event.

E. Roosevelt 
Denies He 
Made Charges 


Moscow, Dec. 2 —(/P) — Elliott 
Roosevelt, off on a tour of south- 
ern Russia, has' denied he charged 
the United States embassy or its 
officials with being implicated jn 
publication of- off-the-record 
re- 
marks attributed '.to-'him. 


The son of 'the late United States 
president, visiting.rfb,iiv&o'vi'et Union 
with his wife, .issued the denial last 
night before leaving on a southern 
train trip to 10 days or longer. 


"A correspondenl who apparent- 
1- sent out such a story is 
the 
very person who suggested to mo 
that the embassy was involved," he 
said. "I am calling him right now 
to tell him Ihis. I am also inform- 
ing Ihe embassy here.' 


(The 
United Press in the U. S. 
distributed a story quoting .Roose- 
velt as saying that publication of 
off-the-record statements he 
was 
reported to have made here was a 
put up job" of the. embassy. 
(The slalemenl was published in 
ewsweek magazine, where Roose- 
elt was quoted as saying at a 
arty in Moscow that the U. S.

New Trial Is 
Ordered for 
Mountaineer 


Little Rock, Dec. 2 — (fP)—The Ar- 
kansas Supreme • court ordered a 
new trial today for Rubert Byler, 
Izard county mountaineer under 
death sentence for-the slaying of 
Sheriff J. L, Harber last Dec. .4, 
because the presiding judge in the 
trial was related to the sheriff by 
marriage. 
' 
"Notwithstanding the fact that 
the trial judge acted in the utmost 
good faith, we are unwilling to es- 
tablish the precedent of permitting 
a disqualified judge from presid- 
ing, 
who makes no disclosure of 
his disqualification,' 'the majority 
opinion by Associate Justice Frank 
G. Smith declared. 
"Of course x x x the disqualifica- 
tion may be waived, but it is not 
waived by one who proceeds to trial 
in ignorance of the fact. 
"It may be unfortunate that the 
case will have to be retried, but 
we think it better that a single 
case should be retried rather than 
to approve an improper precedent 
for the trial of future cases," 
The decision was 4-3. A dissent 
was handed down by Associate Jus- 
tice R. W. .Robins in which Justices 
E. L. McHaney and Minor Millwee 
ioined. They declared that in the 
merits, of the case. Byler "on the 
witness stand established his guilt" 
and the "trial judge scrupulously 
safeguarded every right of the ac- 
cused and saw to it that he was 
given a fair and impartial trial."

Greek Situation Getting to 
Point That All iBal^ai) 
Countries May Be Affected

That Greek situation - to which 
this column called atlention a week 
ago — is getting so hot there's dan- 
ger 
of 
spontaneous combustion 


which will set the whole Balkans 
aflame — and then wha.t? 


Energetic Premier Tsaldaris has 


served notice on Russia that 
his 


country is going to lodge complaint 
with the United .Nations, accusing 
"foreign sources" of inspiring dis- 
orders in northern Greece. And the 
key to this whole Balkan mess lies 
in ihe answer as to why he notified 
Russia rather than his 
northern 
neighbors direct. 
The premier of course was em- 
ploying the old school diplomatic 
language, 
which 
generally 
ex- 


presses itself by indirection —what 
we call double talk. That's not to 
say he is afraid to speak up .—for 
he doesn't .lack courage ^— but he 
has had wide experience in diplom- 
acy during his sixty odd years and 
is discreet. However, there is no 
misunderstanding what he has in 
mind, especially since other Athens 
authorities have pinned the thing in 
general terms to Albania, Yugo- 
slavia and Bulgaria. This then is 
the situation.: 
In the first place there is civil 
conflict in many parts of Greece 
between leftists and the monarch- 
ist government. Fighting was re- 
ported in several a.rqas yesterday. 
But the greatest .trouble is being 
experienced in fiery Macedonia in 
northern Greece along the Alban- 
ian-Yugoslav-Bulgarian frontiers. 


Disorders aren't anything new to 


Macedonia which has been a cen- 
ter of turmoil through 
the cen- 


turies. Now, however authoritalive 
quarters in Athens say the trouble 
is being fomented by Albania, Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia, 
and 
that 


these countries are giving support 
to the upheaval. 


The point of this alleged inter- 


ference 
by 
Greece's 
northern 


neighbors is that they are com- 
munistic states which are trying 


to secure the overthrow of 
the 
Greek monarchy and the establish- 
ment -qf aSoviet goverment. But 
the thing culs a iul deeper than 
that. These three Red States are 
satellites of Moscow, and are very 
much under Russian control. And 
Greeqe is England's litlle brolher 
and looks to London for protection 
and guidance. 


There we have a situation which 


unhappily brings Britain and 
the 


Soviel Union face-to-face in one of. 
the hottest of Europe's hot spots 
That, I judge, is why. Tsaldaris ad- 
dressed his notification to Russia— 
presumably on the assumption lhat 
Moscow has absolute control over 
Albania Yugoslavia an Bulgaria. 


.Russia aims al consolidating her 


position in the Balkans in 
order, 


among other things, to gain control 
of the Dardanelles and thus give 
her a hold on the eastern Mediter- 
ranean. But the eastern Mediter- 
rgW§n.. long has 
been 
BrUain's 
sphere/of influence, and so wp see 
John- Bull clinging sturdily to his 
foothold, in .Greece. 


Therm roughly is 
the 
problem 
which/';Tsaldaris proposes .to place 
in the'Jap'of the United Nalibns.If 
he does so, histor^ may record him 
as the 
man 
who ' demonstrated 
whether this new peace organiza- 
tion really would work. -Certainly 
it s a question which could make or 
break the U. N. 


Herje .we have a great issue which 
lies ^yarely between two of the 
three >rnajor powers — Russia and 
Britain — and with America hav- 
ing very decided interests in the

Greek Situation Getting to 
Point That All iBal^ai) 
Countries May Be Affected

That Greek situation - to which 
this column called atlention a week 
ago — is getting so hot there's dan- 
ger 
of 
spontaneous combustion 


which will set the whole Balkans 
aflame — and then wha.t? 


Energetic Premier Tsaldaris has 


served notice on Russia that 
his 


country is going to lodge complaint 
with the United .Nations, accusing 
"foreign sources" of inspiring dis- 
orders in northern Greece. And the 
key to this whole Balkan mess lies 
in ihe answer as to why he notified 
Russia rather than his 
northern 
neighbors direct. 
The premier of course was em- 
ploying the old school diplomatic 
language, 
which 
generally 
ex- 


presses itself by indirection —what 
we call double talk. That's not to 
say he is afraid to speak up .—for 
he doesn't .lack courage ^— but he 
has had wide experience in diplom- 
acy during his sixty odd years and 
is discreet. However, there is no 
misunderstanding what he has in 
mind, especially since other Athens 
authorities have pinned the thing in 
general terms to Albania, Yugo- 
slavia and Bulgaria. This then is 
the situation.: 
In the first place there is civil 
conflict in many parts of Greece 
between leftists and the monarch- 
ist government. Fighting was re- 
ported in several a.rqas yesterday. 
But the greatest .trouble is being 
experienced in fiery Macedonia in 
northern Greece along the Alban- 
ian-Yugoslav-Bulgarian frontiers. 


Disorders aren't anything new to 


Macedonia which has been a cen- 
ter of turmoil through 
the cen- 


turies. Now, however authoritalive 
quarters in Athens say the trouble 
is being fomented by Albania, Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia, 
and 
that 


these countries are giving support 
to the upheaval. 


The point of this alleged inter- 


ference 
by 
Greece's 
northern 


neighbors is that they are com- 
munistic states which are trying 


to secure the overthrow of 
the 
Greek monarchy and the establish- 
ment -qf aSoviet goverment. But 
the thing culs a iul deeper than 
that. These three Red States are 
satellites of Moscow, and are very 
much under Russian control. And 
Greeqe is England's litlle brolher 
and looks to London for protection 
and guidance. 


There we have a situation which 


unhappily brings Britain and 
the 


Soviel Union face-to-face in one of. 
the hottest of Europe's hot spots 
That, I judge, is why. Tsaldaris ad- 
dressed his notification to Russia— 
presumably on the assumption lhat 
Moscow has absolute control over 
Albania Yugoslavia an Bulgaria. 


.Russia aims al consolidating her 


position in the Balkans in 
order, 


among other things, to gain control 
of the Dardanelles and thus give 
her a hold on the eastern Mediter- 
ranean. But the eastern Mediter- 
rgW§n.. long has 
been 
BrUain's 
sphere/of influence, and so wp see 
John- Bull clinging sturdily to his 
foothold, in .Greece. 


Therm roughly is 
the 
problem 
which/';Tsaldaris proposes .to place 
in the'Jap'of the United Nalibns.If 
he does so, histor^ may record him 
as the 
man 
who ' demonstrated 
whether this new peace organiza- 
tion really would work. -Certainly 
it s a question which could make or 
break the U. N.

Washington, Dec. 3 — (IP)—
